Mr. Bevin and his colleagues renewed to- 
dav their appeals to the whole of the dock 
strikers to resume work. The London Area 
Docks Group Committee of the Union sent to 
Mr. Bevin a resolution urging the men to 
follow the advice of the Union, and asking 
the Executive of the Union to take immediate 
steps: to consult the whole of the docks 
branches. and summon a national conference 
t» determine the method and manner by 
which the present agreement shall be ended 
or mended. 

To this Mr. ‘Gosling and Mr. Bevin re- 
plied as follows:—‘ Th~> Group Committee 
and members may rest assured that immedia- 
tely there is a resumption of work we will 
take steps to take the opinion and views of 
the whole of the branches throughout the 
country with regard to the future of the 
agreement, and to call a national docks dele- 
gate conference to determine policy.” 

This reply is in accord with the decision 
taken last week at the annual conference of 
the Union. The Executive of the National 
Council of the Port. Labour Employers has 
passed a resolution declaring that the national] 
agreement must be strictly adhered to and 
denying that any negotiations have been 
opened.

SERVANTS. 


Sir John Butcher yesterday adked the Under 
Secretary fot the Colonies whether he was 
aware that the officials of the Irish Post Office, 


who retired in consequence of the change of 
Government are entitled under Article 10 of 
the Treaty to compensation on terms not less 
favourable than those accorded to them under 
the Act of 1920, and that such Act defines 
salary as including remuneration, allowances 
and emoluments; whether, prior to the minute 
of the British Treasury of the 20th March, 
1922, placing. supplementary pensions on a 
sliding scale, subject to quarterly revision, 
British civil servants retired with a ed 
supplementary pension not subject to revision ; 
and whether, in view of the fact that this 
British Treasury minute was made after the 
Treaty, he will make representation to the 
Free State Government to grant compensation 
in accordance with Article. 10. 
Mr. Ormsby Gore—His Majesty's Govern- 
ment cannot regard it as unreasonable that in 
these cases bonus should be taken into account 
in the same manner as if the officers were 
retiring from the British Civil Service, and 
I do not thimk that the fact that the date of 
the Treasury minute which gave effect to the 
wishes of the House of Commons in this 
matter was subsequent to that of the Treaty 
affords any ground for representations by the 
British Government. 
Sir John Batcher—In view of the fact that 
the British Government hate pledged them- 
selves to give proper compensation to’ these 
civil servants, will the Minister take the 
opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown as 
to whether they are being properly paid or 
not? 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—I will convey the point 
to the Law Officers of the Crown and to the 
Secretary of State, 


IRISH RECORDS. 


Sir John Butcher asked the Under- 
Secretary for the Colonies whether he would 
state the nature of the Irish records which 
were saved from destruction in the Four 
Courts. Dublin ; whether some of these records 
were of the nature of public and State. docu- 
ments, and were the property of the British 
Government; and whether, in.view of the im- 
portance of preserving these public and State 
documents from possible ‘destruction, and of 
rendering them available for historical and 
political students, he would have them brought 
over to the Record Office in London, and 
lodged there for safe custody. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—It would be impossible 
within the limits of a Parliamentary reply to 
answer the first part of the question, and I 
doubt whether, in fact, the remaining records 
have yet been completely examined or 
catalogued. As regards the remainder of the 
question, I can add nothing to the answer 
which I gave to questions on this subject on 
the 5th and 9th inst. 

Sir J. Butcher—Wiil the Minister take 
steps to see that the remaining records are 
catalogued, and that thase that are of public 
importance are handed’ over to the British 
Government. : 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—I am afraid that I must 
dispute the statement in the last supple- 
mentary question. As I stated last week, by 
Order-in-Council the Public Record Office 
and its contents were handed over, and they 
are no longer the property of the Britis 
Government. I understand that the 
cataloguing is now going on.

NEW GERMAN ISSUE. 


PAPER MONEY THAT COSTS MORE 
THAN ITS FACE VALUE,

BERLIN, Monday. 

Million-mark banknotes and 10,000-mark 
stamps are about to be issued here. The 
Reichsbank has decided to cease printing .500- 
mark banknotes, as the cost of the paper of 
each note is 600 marks. 

A well-known film company, producing a 
new film, in which a miser's pile of notes was 
burnt by a careless wife, actually used 100- 
mark notes for the purpose, as they were 
cheaper than ordering imitation notes. 

A case is quoted here of two brothers, one 
who was frugal, invested a fortune in War 
Loan, and is now penniless. The other drank 


empty champagne bottles for several millions 
of marks. 

The Reichsbank private printing works, un- 
able to turn out notes in sufficient quantities, 
has placed sub-contracts with fifty private 
printers in different parts of Germany, where 
day and night shifts are worked. Women 
workers are locked up in special one-piece 

rments when work begins, and ‘‘ unlocked ” 
im a trusted forewoman at the end of the day. 

This ensures that no notes are concealed in 
their clothes. 

At the Reichsbank motor lorries, motor 
cars, carts, hand-carts, mbulators, and 
sacks are filled daily with notes sent from 
Government offices to private banks and in- 
dustrial corporations. 

The General Electric Company, whose chair- 
man is Herr Deutsch (who recently dined at 
the House of Commons in London), sends 
}twelve carts, including one pantechnicon, 
every week to the Reichsbank to get “money” 
for current needs and the wages of thousands

The last Reichsbank statement showed 
seventeen trillion, two hundred and ninety- 
one billion marks have been issued. 

As recently as January Ist, 1922, the 
Russians had issued but seventeen trillion, 
five hundred’ and forty-three billion roubles. 

So far as note circulation is. concerned, 
Germany is but eighteen months behind the 
Bolsheviks.

QUESTION OF ATTITUDE

The real issue between France and England 
at the present moment is the condition of 
Germany. M. Poincaré has stated the French 
view of Germany with uncompromising 


frankness. In some respects, his speech at 
Senlis on Sunday was the most eloquent that 
this remarkably consistent French statesman 
hes ever delivered. I be . 
lieved that it has pres- 
gion in France, and the probability is that 
its chief object was to strengthen French 
opinion. 

-The fact that the speech was made a 
very critical moment in international negótia- 
tions gives it, however, a much wider im- 
portance. The issue, as we have said, is 
the condition of Germany. Our view. of 
Germany is gage ay, x ori from that 
of M. Poincaré. We hold that Germany is 
beaten, and that the ob of a wise policy 
on the part of the Allies should & to 
bring her into a state in which she may 
carry out her financial obligations to the 
fullest possible extent without danger to the 
stability of Europe. i 

M. Poincaré appears to be under the im- 
pression that the Allied victory is incomplete, 
and that. a great deal yet remains to be done 
in the way of coercion against Germany. 

The last independent effort of the German 
Government was to make a fair offer for the 
yment of reparations. The policy of the 
ritish Government is to take advantage of 
that offer. Since the German Note was sent 
six weeks ago the are 3 “ri impetus has 
increased. e purpose of British policy, as 
we conceive it, is to rescue the political and 
the democratic organisation of Germany, while 
the opportunity remains, by making it inter- 
nationally responsible; but the time is very 
short, and public opinion in this country 
would be deeply shocked if at such a moment 
this effort were thwarted by the Government 
of a country by whose side Great Britain 
fought to attain the peace and security of 
Europe.

Marshal Geoffrey Salmond, and General Sir

Just after noon had pealed from Big Ben 
the Duke of York arrived, wearing the Royal 
Air Force uniform. He was followed almost 
immediately by the Prince in morning dress. 
He was greeted with short speeches of wel- 
come by Sir Hugh Trenchard, Viscount 
Cowdray, and. Lord Hugh Cecil,. following 
which he said, in a high, clear voice :—

. The resumed: debate on Mr. Snowden's 
anti-capitalist resolution was remarkable 
for a powerful and well-documented attack 
on Socialism by Sir John Simon. It con- 
tained little that was fresh to students of 
economics, but put the familiar arguments 
and statistics with the clearness that one 
expects from such a master of forensic 
eloquence. 
It must have been very disagreeable 
hearing for the members of the Labour 
Party, who have hastily committed them- 
selves to a will-o’-the-wisp, and once or 
twice there were excited interruptions. 
But, on the whole, they listened with 
commendable patience, and the worst that 
Mr. Clynes could say of the speech, in his 
reply, was that there was more head than 
heart in it. And on an economic question, 
that is surely a compliment. 
Then followed a maiden speech from 
Mr. E. C. Grenfell, Lord Balfour’s suc- 
cessor in the representation of the City of 
London. His arguments were addressed 
to proving the fallacy of the Labour 
Party's arguments that their socialistic 
principle could be carried into effect with- 
out disastrous consequences to the 
country, and in a great measure he attri- 
buted the present position to the 
“ca’ canny” policy, which had been 
urged upon the British workmen. 
The supporters of the resolution did not 
get much encouragement from Mr. Lloyd 
George, who intervened in the debate 
shortly before seven o'clock, They had, 
he said, failed to prove two essential 
things—first, that the present system was 
a complete failure in providing such essen- 
tials of happines and well-being as were 
within the resources of the country; and, 
secondly, that the plan they proposed 
would do anything better. If there were 
any defects in the present system, it was

The debate was resumed by Sir John Simon, 
He said that the debate was opened by two 
memorable and remarkable speeches by Mr. 
Snowden and Sir Alfred Mond. Mr. Snow- 
den’s speech was that of a man whose courage 
and sincerity were admired by many people 
who did not agree with his arguments and 
conclusions. aving great admiration for 
Mr. Snowden’s powers of reasoning, he must 
say that his speech, regarded as a piece of 
connected reasoning, was singularly weak in 
its logical construction. The hon. member had 
to ve three propositions. He had to try 
and show fhat the so-called capitalist spstem 
had produced an accumulation of evils so 
serious as to outweigh all the progress for 
which it was responsible. Next, he had to 
show that the evils which accompanied that 
system, and of which everybody was conscious, 
were incapable of alleviation by anything less 
drastic than the complete destruction of the 
system itself. Thirdly, he had to show that 
when they had destroyed the system they 
would thereby have got rid of the evils, arid 
would be able to introduce a new system, 
without establishing new conditions which 
might. be found more injurious to human 
happiness and progress. The hon. member 
never made the slightest attempt to prove any 
one of the three propositions. 


CAPITALISTIC ENTERPRISE. 

Co-operative societies were admirable 
examples of capitalistic enterprise. They 
would be interested to know what was to save 
them from the sentence of death pronounced 
on smal] shop-keepers by the resolution. An 
attempt was made to mitigate alarm by the 
use of the word “ gradual,”’ but if they were 
going to pull-down the whole House it was 
useless to urge that they were going to do it 
gradually. 

The whole point was whether the present 
system should be got rid of and its place 
taken by a new system, universally and com- 
pulsorily applied, in which no incentive to 
progress would operate. That was a pro- 
position which some of them were determined 
to resist. (Cheers.) They resisted it all the 
more vigorously becanse they were just as 
much alive as the Labour Party to present 
evils. The difference was that they were con- 
vinced that those evils were to be avoided, not 
by destroying the existing system, root and 
branch, but by controlling its operation with 
a constant view to the public good. 

Sir John .read quotations from books 
written by Mr. Snowden and Mr. Sidney 
Webb, setting out what had been accom- 
plished socially in recent years, and com- 
plained that Mr. Snowden had made no refer- 
ence to this in his speech. He further asked 
what ground there was for saying that 
Socialism would find employment for every- 
one, and pointed out, that Socialist leaders 
were incurring grave responsibility in recom- 
mending the nationalisation of our great 
export trades. 

WHAT SOCIALISM WOULD MEAN. 

He inquired if there was going to be any 
right to strike under a Socialist system. Had 
the working men been told that they would 
have to surrender their right to refuse to 
work? Was there going to be any choice of 
occupation’? He did not see how they could 
avoid conscription of labour and penal labour 
institutions for those who refused to work. 
Socialism would mean the rationing of pro- 
duction and cdnsumption of goods. That 
would mean the rationing of families. What 
was going to be the state of public opinion? 
There could: be no independent Press. 

Sir John Simon was subjected to sarcastic 
interruptions from Labour members, who 
brought down on them a reproof from the 
Speaker, who said that they had put for- 
ward a proposition for the consideration of 
the House, and they. must submit to its being 
criticised, .

Then see 
what had been done in respect of housing— 
though he agreed it was insufficient. 

It was not enough to demolish the case 
made hy the resolution. He wanted to call 
attention to the latter part of the amend- 
ment. Those who were most anxious to pre- 
serve the present system ought to be most 
anxious to remedy the evils arising from it. 
Unless they did so the bulk of the workers in 
the country would come to the conclusion that 
the evils were inherent in the system. To 
prevent the working people from rushing into 
disastrous experiments Parliament should re- 
dress the obvious evils in the system.

Mr. Gould said that all the pro ls for a 
Socialistic State took no note of the fact that 
we were absolutely dependent on foreign trade 
for our existence. ose who put forward 
such proposals were out of touch with the 
practical realities of life.

The alternative to revolu- 
tion was to establish Socialism by constitu- 
tional means. 


A GREAT OMISSION. 


MR. AMERY’S REMINDER. 


Mr. Amery said that Mr. Snowden had 
omitted to mention all the things which made 
the life of the people to-day infinitely better 
than it was a generation ago. He (Mr. Amery) 
dwelt on that point, not that he wanted to 
underestimate the evils of the present system, 
nor because they were complacent and less 
sbour members. 


ing that stil] greater improvements would take 
piace, and that no violent overthrow of the 
present system was necessary. Although the 
actual difficulties of the time were great, the 
effect on the life and health of the people was 
much ‘ess severe than it had been in past 
periods of unemployment, because the 
measures which had been taken by the State 
to cope with the evils had been more effective 
than hitherto. 

The proposals of the resolution were entirely 
incompatible with our constitutional, ad- 
ministrative and parliamentary system. The 
moment they increased the area of Govern- 
ment they would have to increase the number 
of responsible Government departments to 
deai with it. If everything was nationalised, 
they might have to have, in addition to a 
Postmaster-Gereral; a BakerGeneral, a 
Butcher-General, and, perhaps, an Under- 
Secretary for Poultry aad Rabbits, (Ironical 
Labour cheers and laughter, and Mr. J. 
Jones—' What abort Fried Fish, or an 
Under-Secretary for Underwear ?’’) 

How, ho asked, was Mr. Snowden going to 
combine Free Trade with the system of 
Socialism’? {Ministerial cheers.) The system 
he advocated would put an absolute end to 
the ordinary free intercourse between nations. 
(Hear, hear.) What was the kind ef life to 
which the Socialist system would reduce the 
people of this country? Nobody hed given 
any evidence that it would result in higher 
efficiency, without which we could not have 
higher wages or more certain employment. 
He thought they would be able to secure; by 
State action, that people would not be sub- 
jected to such violent. fluctuations. in employ- 
ment as they had suffered from in the past. By 
co-partnership, and in other ways, Labour 
could have a fuller say in the control of in- 
dustry that would make for greater progress. 
As to the suggestion of Mr. Lioyd George for 
a special Committee of Enquiry, if such a 
roposal, after —consideration, showed any 
hope of yielding practical results, there was 
no reason why it should not be sdopted. 
(Hear, hear.) 

He asked the House to guy emphati- 
cally the illusion or dream that by scrapping 
all the existing life of freedom and energy 
and putting in its place a crude mechanical 
scheme it would do anything else than. 
pee industry, narrow and impoverish the 
ife of the nation, and destroy the political 
system under which they lived. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, who was received 
with Labour cheers, remarked that not one 
single speaker had defended Capitaliem. 8ir 
John Simon had gone nearest it, They had 
all admitted the existing evils. Mr. Lloyd 
George, in the extraordinary picture he gave 
them of a world supposed to be fit for heroes 
to live in, gave them a solemn warning and 
wagged his finger at the Government, 8ir 
John Simon had mixed up capital and 
Capitalism. Where was it suggested that 
Capitalism was to be violently overthrown or 
abolished’ The use of the word “ transform ”' 
instead of “‘abolich” would knock on the 
head nine-tenths of the argaments that had 
been used against the resolution.

LABOUR PARTY AND ALL- 
NIGHT SITTINGS. 


When the Dail met yesterday, Mr. 
OQ’ Higgins moved» that the Standing Orders 
he adjourned to enable the House to sit until 
6 a.m. to-day. 

Mr. Blythe seconded the motion. 

Mr. Johnson asked the Minister to give 
reasons for another late sitting. 

The Minister for Home Afiairs explained 
that there was a heavy legislative programme 
awaiting consideration by the Dail and 
Seanad, and it was necessary to get through 
the Public Safety Bill in order that other 
bills might be brought forward. The reasons 
were the same as had compelled them to sit 
late last Thursday might. | 

' That means that there are no reasons 
whatever,” retorted Mr. Johnson, sbarply. 
When, he asked, amid Labour cheers, was 
the General” Electagan to be? Was it next 
week, was if in three weeks’ time, was it in 
three months’ time, or when was it’. The 
proposal for an all-night sitting was scurvy 
treatment for the House. 

They had adjourned last Friday morning 
without having obtained notice of any new 
procedure. Now the Minister came to them 
at three o clock on Monday, and told them 
that he moved the suspension of Standing 
Orders for the abolition of a time limit. 

“I call that seurvy treatment of the House,” 
repeated Mr. Johnson, with much warmth. 
‘Tt means that in the mind@ of the Ministers 
the House is only a toy. for them to play 
with. J] resent that attitude, and I ask the 
Housesto resent that kind of ‘treatment.”’ 

The Ministers had been treated very fairly 
and reasonably by. the House. They had 
broken all rules of order and debate, and had 
been afforded the tolerance of the House. 

‘If they are going to challenge us to bring 
this House into contempt,” said Mr. John- 
son, ‘well, they shall have it brought into 
contempt. The method of conducting the busi- 
ness here has been scandalous. It is treat- 
ing the House scurvily, and without any 
of the reasonable consideration with which the 
House should be treated. '” 


THE PRESIDENT. 


President Cosgrave referred the deputies to 
the reasons he had given on the occasion of the 
last late sitting. He had given as the princi- 
pal reason that there was a considerable 
amount of business for disposal. He adhered 
to thet statement. Many estimates remained 
to be gone through, and an Appropriation Bill 
was necessary before Ist August. They had 
to clear the way. 

With regard to that particular measure 
before them, the question was: Is it a bill of 
urgen¢y—a bill about which the deputy if 
he were on these (Ministerial) benches would 
be able to say, ‘I will not have it*?’’ 

The deputy knew well thatif he were on those 
benches that he would have to introduce a bill 
having in it the main features of the one 
before them. 

The President admitied that the Government 
had been. facilitated. by the House in the dis- 
charge of business, but said that deputies were 
certainly aware that the Ministers had not had 
a free d with all measures.

POSSESSION OF STOLEN 
PROPERTY. 


The consideration of amendments to the 
Public Safety Bill was then resumed. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy was the author of three 
amendments to Section 9. The section pro- 
vides, briefly, that every pérson charged. be- 
fore a district justice with having in his pos- 
session, or on his premises, anything which 
might reasonably be suspected of being stolen, 
or unlawfully obtained, and did not “ give 
an account to the satisfaction of such district 
justice.of the manner in which he came by 
the same,” would be liable, under the Act, to 
a punishment not eXceeding twelve months’ 
imprisanment with, or without, hard Jabour. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy sought to have the words 
above quoted deleted and the following sub-, 
stituted :—‘‘ Adduce satisfactory evidence 
that he had not intention to defraud.” 

The Minister for Home Affairs was not 
persuaded that the terms of the section were 
not already definitely clear and fair, and de- 
clined to accept the amendment, which: was 
negatived without: a division. 

r. fewer Duffy’s second amendment to 
the section was to add a clause providing that 
before any person charged under the section 
should be required to adduce evidence on his 
behalf, the prosecutor should be compelled to 
prove—that the subject of the charge was 
of the value of £10 at least; (2) that there 
was reasonable ground for believing the pro- 
perty to have been taken by way of loot or 
plunder sincé ist July, 1923; and (3) that the 
property had, at some time, since that when 
it was -believed to have been taken, been in 
the possession or on the premises of the 
persons charged. 

Mr. O’Higgins declined to look on £10 
worth of stolen property as a trivial amount, 
and declined to hold that the amount was 
so trifling that the State should not be asked 
to trace it....Finally, the Minister stated his 
conviction that the limitations gought by the 
deputy should not, in any circumstances, be 
inse in the section. 

The amendment was rejected without a 
division. 

INCRIMINATING STATEMENTS. 


Mr. Gavan. Duffy’s third amendment was 
to have the- follow new sub-section added 
to Section 9:—* Evidence given by a person 
charged under this. section shall not be 
capable of being used against him in any 
other criminal proceedings.”’ 

Mr. O’Higgins said that he was advised 
that this amendment should not be accepted. 
The statement made by a person who was 
asked to account for possession of property 
under suspicious circumstances could be used 
in a subsequent prosecution against him. 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C.; said that 
that would put on a person the onus of 
proving. his innocence. If he endeavoured 
to prove his. innocence of the charge by 
going into the witness box, and, under cross- 
examination, left himself open to some other 
charge—that seemed to him to be going very 
much too far. 

Professor Magennis said that he did not 
see why they should have such soft hearts 
in this particular matter. The purposes-sof 
this bill would be defeated by an amendment 
of this type.

= a division, Section 9 stood part of the 

ill, 

Section 10 was also passed. 

Mr. Duggan moved to delete Section 11 
and to substitute a new section. This section 
deals with the, recovery of money in banks 
sna stolen Far or funds. 

r. FitzGibbon, K.C., said that he feared 
that if that section passed in the form in 
which i: was at present it would bring upon 
the District Justices the charge that was 
often brought against their predecessors— 
that they were the tools of the Executive. 
In an amendment which he had put. down 
it merely asked that an- Executive Minister 
should make the order, instead of a Disfrict 
Justice. 

Mr. Duggan’s amendment was agreed to, 
and Mr. FitzGibbon’s amendment was not

COLLAPSE. 


After the disposal oí a couple of miaor 
amendments came the surprise oí the sitting. 
The Speaker named a Labour amendment on 
the paper.
